Dear Editor 

I am writing to you to bring to the attention of 
other residents the loss of an important facility for 
the youngsters of Bar Hill. 

For some time now, youngsters have used the 
small earth mounds between Almond Grove and 
Gladeside as jumps for BMX cycles. BMX riding 
and jumping is a healthy outdoor activity and is a 
very popular pastime for young riders throughout 
the world. 

Without reference to anybody, the Council has 
removed these mounds within the last week. The 
Council had already received plans from the 
youngsters for permanent ramps and jumps, so they 
were well aware of the importance of this to the 
youngsters. The result now is that these youngsters 
are very disillusioned with local democracy and 
will of course be tempted to ride and jump their 
bikes wherever they can find space. 

Surely it would have been better for the local 
Council to have responded to the plans given to 
them by the youngsters and this would not have 
created a resentful group of young people in our 
village. 

Perhaps the local Council will now look again 
with urgency at providing a suitable facility for the 
BMX riders?

The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was 
held on Thursday, 16th January at 7.30 pm in the 
Old Farmhouse. 





Youth Facilities - Old Farmhouse 
The Chairman and Clerk had again met with 
Peter Smith from Swavesey Village College to 
agree the outstanding legal matters regarding 
Community Education using the Old Farmhouse 
for youth provision. Peter Smith confirmed that the 
builder was finalising plans for the renovation 
work. 
Village Policing 
The Clerk was requested to write to Inspector 
Dobson, expressing concern at the lack of policing 
facilities for the village. It was felt that the level of 
policing for Bar Hill should be increased. The 
Clerk was also asked to enquire about costings of 
security patrols in the village. A meeting was being 
arranged with the Crime Reduction Unit of Cambs. 
Constabulary to discuss the "Safer Villages" initia- 
tive. 
Cemetery 
Two quotations had been received for soil tests 
but these would need clarification by 
Environmental Health and the Environment 
Agency to ensure the appropriate testing would be 
carried out. 
Half-Term activities 
J. Jones, M. Boughton-Fox and the Clerk will be 
Organizing these activities during the February 
half-term holiday. It was proposed to have story- 
telling and a drama workshop for children of 4 - 7 
and 8 - 1] years, respectively. Final details will be 
sent to the school and will be posted on the Parish 
Council notice-board. 
Tesco Stores - Planning Application 
The Parish Council would be objecting to the 
new "turning head" at the end of Viking Way. It 
was felt this should be positioned further back. A 
restriction on lorries turning around in Hanover 
Close would also be requested. 
Vandalism of Farmhouse 
Once again, glass in windows and a door had 
been smashed. The cost of glass replacement and 
emergency boarding had been £300. Further cost of 
repair to blinds and professional clearance of glass 
from the offfice was not yet known. 
Footpath from Spine Path to School 
The Councillors were not satisfied with the stan- 
dard of this slab path. They would not be taking 
Avoar racnnanathility far it yntil it had heen imnroved 
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and brought up to the standard of the path along- 
side the church. The contractor would be liaising 
with the Tennis Club on this matter.

Parish Clerk's '"Lament"!! 


I would just like to suggest that those responsible 
for smashing windows in the buildings in the centre 
of the Village consider the “aftermath". On 
Saturday 11th January | was alerted to the fact that 
windows in the Old Farmhouse had been smashed. 
] went down to my office to find one window com- 
pletely obliterated, with the blinds broken. Inside, 
the table and floor were strewn with shards of 
glass, 24 lumps of concrete and 6 pieces of wood. 
Some of the glass left in the window was in danger 
of falling and had to be removed. Having called the 
police and the glazier, I could at last return home - 
my Saturday morning wasted! 

This is not the first time my office has been tar- 
geted in this manner, and it is just as upsetting each 
time it occurs - it will be weeks before all the glass 
is finally removed. I can think of no reason why 
anyone should want to carry out this sort of 
destruction, and I admit I am now losing patience 
with those who continue to do this. 

The Parish Council notice-board, too, has teen a 
target for vandalism. Once again, the only person 
who uses this is me! I am the one whose fingers get 
cut by the shards of glass impaled in the notice- 
board!! - is it any wonder that I am fast losing any 
incentive to support youth provision in the village, 
when it seems it is the very people we are trying to 
help who are causing me such distress?

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Dear Editor 

Yet again windows at the Farmhouse have been 
smashed. What causes this behaviour? One reason 
might be a total lack of interest on the part of par- 
ents; others might include drugs and/or alcohol. 

Whatever the reasons, we need proper policing 
of our village, especially on Friday and Saturday 
evenings and nights. There is a strong feeling in the 
village that the quality of existing policing leaves a 
lot to be desired. There have even been suggestions 
that we, the residents of Bar Hill, should organize 
our own patrols in order to combat crime against 
property and to take appropriate action if the police 
are unable to protect us. 

It is no use complaining that there are no facili- 
ties for the youth of the village. That in itself is no 
excuse for vandalism. 

Indeed, the Parish Council, which now has 
money available and expects more finance as a 
result of the proposed Tesco development, has 
already allocated monies for a youth drop-in centre 
at the Farmhouse, plus other facilities such as a 
basketball court and up-grading of the play area. 
The Parish Council is awaiting information from 
those interested in a skateboard ramp in order to 
give this consideration. 

If vandalism continues as it has over the past few 
months, the Parish Council could be quite right in 
reconsidering whether or not to spend your/our/my 
taxpayer's money in this way. What guarantee is 
there that any new projects once built will not be 
destroyed? 

Let us all help our village by being vigilant and 
taking all steps to protect what has so far been built 


up for all of us.

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Nature Reserve 

Hi again 

Firstly I would like to say 
thank you to the Parish Council, 
who have given me the go- 
ahead to buy a new notice- 
board for the Nature Reserve 
cheap, so thanks, P.C. 

Walk the hedgerows and you can see lots of 
Fieldfares and Redwings, which spend the Winter 
here, feeding mainly on hawthorn berries. It might 
be Winter and cold, but the hedgerows are alive 
with all sorts of birdlife. 

Latest reports coming from the RSPB indicate 
that the Oystercatcher is in serious trouble on the 
Wash (not enough shellfish for it), possibly caused 
by pollution. Another problem beginning to be 
noticed is that drugs and hormones given to cattle 
are being found in their waste, in the form of cow- 
pats or slurry that gets into our waterways. 

It seems a chain reaction is caused from a cow- 
pat - flies land on the 'pat' and take in the drug, 
other insects which feed on the flies eat them and 
also take on the drug, then the larger mammals eat 
them this can't be good for nature - it's very 
worrying. 

I must admit that I haven't done as much work at 
the reserve, for the past few weeks, as I should 
have done, because | have no car at the moment. | 
recently bought a 1968 Morris Traveller which 
needed some work doing on it (it hasn't been used 
since 1992) so when my mate Pete has finished | 
will be able to carry all my tools about again, so 
keep a look ou for a dark brown 'moggy' traveller 
around the village.

I put a Snipe up from the stream (a bad time of 
year for them and others such as the Kingfisher - 
frozen ponds and streams mean no food. A woman 
‘phoned to say she had put some hot water on the 
ice on her pond and a lot of frogs came out through 
the hole - strange. 

The ‘lesser apes' have been busy again at the 
pond. It's good for people to enjoy themselves and 
have fun, even sliding down the bank near the pond 
and using pallets from their den as sledges, but 
please clear up after yourselves (it was a total mess 
which someone - me - has to clear up). People 
wouldn't feel as bad ad they do towards you. if only 
you would clear up after vou have done .... All the 
publicity recently, and still we had footprints and 
tyre marks all over the ice on the pond, so come on, 
lads, the pond is for everyone, not just you. 

Lots of bird boxes are being ‘looked into’ by the 
bird population. Great and Blue Tits are now 
inspecting them, going in and out and trving to 
peck at the entrance hole - | noticed a couple of 
boxes last year had been attacked by woodpeckers 
and probably the youngsters taken.
